WER FROM A DISTANCE. 

What is said to be the longest 
transmission of electric power in the 
world has just been installed in the 
northern part of the State. Electric 
power, generated on the north fork of 
the Yuba River, 140 miles from Oak- 
land, is now used in the operation of 
street cars in that city. A remarkable 


terprise is that the loss of power from 
transmission this great distance does 
not exceed 5 per cent. 

Hitherto, we believe, the longest glec- 
tric-power transmission has been that 
between Redlands and Los Angeles. 
The transmission of power over such 
long distances opens up wonderful pos- 
sibilities in the way of manufacturing 
development. For such purposes, Cal- 
ifornia is specially favored, with a long 
line of mountains rising to heights of 
from five to ten thousand feet, afford- 
ing immense water power, and within 
a reasonable distance of any part of 
the State where manufacturing is 
likely to be carried on. The work that 
has been done so far in this direction 
is but a trifling indication of what we 
may expect to see accomplished before 
long. It is only a few years since we 
took it for granted that California 
could never become a great manufac- 


cost of fuel. Now, with cheap pe- 
troleum, and still cheaper electricity, 
it looks as if before long California 
will be able to compete successfully in 
manufacturing with any State in the 
Union, and to supply a large portion of 
the manufactured goods that will be 
needed in the Orient. 
Vet another thing. If electric power 
can be successfully transmitted such 
great distances, with so Iſttle loss, 
then there should be no difficulty in 
manufacturing it on a large scale at 
places like Beaumont, in Texas, where 
they expect to produce petroleum at a 
cost of considerably less than 10 cents 
a barrel, whence it could be sent to the 
factories where it is needed. It looks 
as if the world might give up worrying 
about the possible failure of the coal 
supply. Mother Nature is, indeed, very 
kind to us. As soon as one necessary 
product begins to give out, something 
else is discovered to take its place. 
This old world of ours is likely to be 
habitable yet for a good many years to 
come, unless, indeed, the sun should 
give out. Perhaps, even then, some 
Edisons of ,the future will come to the 
front with a practicable substitute.

As 
the well-worn phrase goes, there isn't 
a dull moment“ from curtain to cur- 
tain. Something is doing all the time, 
and that something is for the most part 
of contemporaneous human interest. 

It is a bright, playful comedy-drama, 
with a dash of swords, pistols and 
other warlike things, thrown in by way 
of variety and seasaning. There is 
also a little spice of “damns,” “egad, 
Sirs,”” and things of that sort. It all 
hinges on the madcap prank of young 
Lady Ursula Barrington, in attempt- 
ing, by the trick of feigning an attack 
of faintness, to gain admission to the 
house of Sir George Sylvester, who had 
abjured the society of women, and had 
sworn a solemn oath never to admit 
o1.e to his howse. The trick fails, but

The center of interest is the dainty 
but daring Lady Ursula, the imper- 
sonation of whom falls to the lot of 
Miss Laura Nelson Hall.
